Retirement for 
age and resignations removed 60 
names from the permanent rolls 
and In addition a reclasslficatlon 
from top to bcuom was an- 
nounced. 


One diplomatic and 31 consular 
officials were retired as having 
reached the limit of 65 years; five 
diplomatic attaches who bad been 
carried oh an unassigned list were 
redeslgnated' as "not reinstated." 
Eight diplomatic and 13 consular 
officials were demoted as /ailing 
to reach the referred standard of 
efficiency ancl two names were 
removed by resignations.

ife is dictated even by the crudest 
conomic motives. 
An increase in the 


average span of life adds to the po- 
entiai wealth of the country: what- 
-vir curtails the life span destroys 
he national wealth. The public health 
work of the last fifty years, by cut- 
ing the death rate from such dis- 
ases 
as 
malaria, 
typhoid 
fever, 


imallpox. cholera, yellow fever, and 
uberculosis. and also from accidents, 
s. in large measure, responsible for 
he addition of over ten years to the 
average lifetime of mna. 
In 1855, 


he expectation of life of a person in 
Massachusetts was about 40 years- 
according to the most recent figures, 
t is well over 50 years. 
It is esti- 
mated most conwervatively. that we 
produce more than we consume each 
•ear to the small amount of $100 per 
capita. The addition of only one year 
o flife per person is. therefore, equiv- 
alent to the addition of more than 
en billion dollars to the national 
wealth of our country. 
This is not all. A-man or woman 
s worth more to his or her countrj 
when well than when sick. Illness is 
an important sohrce cf inefficient^ 
and non-production. We lose on the 
average about seven days each year 
from sickness, .fir, al^jut 2 per cent 
of our working tirr£. 
In terms of 


money lost from wages, the figure 
amounts to not less than $700.000.000 
annually. At present high wages, the 
otal will reach one billion dollars es- 
pecially if the cost of medical care 
drugs, appliances, etc.. Is included. A 
very large part of all this mone> 
could be saved by applying more in 
tensix-ely the public health measures 
which we know do control dlsease. 
The well-directed expenditure of 


money for the conservation of th« 
public health will brins larger re- 
turns in dollars and cents than many 
another investment, the wisdom of 
which communities never question. If 
for example, tuberculosis could be en- 
tlrelv el!minat»d as a cause of sick- 
ness* and death, an average of two 
and one-half y«ar* could be added to 
th« lifetime of every man and woman

July 1.—The text of the 
Free State Government's legislation 
for reform of the drink traffic, re- 
cently issued, is less drastic than was 
expected. A uniform hour of opening 
and closing for the sale of drink all 
over the Free State is adopted. Thir- 
teen hours opening daily, from 9 A. M. 
till 10 P. M. are provided, with half 
an hour earlier closing on Saturdays. 
This is opposed by the licensed trade 


n the ground that 9 o'clock is too late 
o open, and that farmers and labor- 
ers, whose markets are often in the 
arly hours of the morning, require re- 
reshments- 
The main provision is that which 
abolishes mixed trading, and requires 
hat a drink ship shall sell nothine 
but drink, unless food is consumed, 
wffh"it"n ~£fie~premi6es when food 
may be sold. But food may not be 
sold across the counter as at present. 
The great proportion of country shops 
which sell drink, and there are 15.000 
altogether in the Free State, are gen- 
;ral stores and sell everything- 
In 


future they must abandon the sale of 
iquor and. according to the licensed 
rade, the necessary structural altera- 
tions would cost over 520,000.000. 


The bill especially aims at the traf- 


flce in poteen. Until now offenders 
escaped" with fines, and as the trade is 
highly profitable the fine was no de- 
terrent and was really passed on to 
the thirsty customers. In future the 
penalty is to be imprisonment. 
The 


trade in ingredients is to be checked 
by the provision that any material 
capable of being distilled into poteen 
can only be obtained, even by those 
.intending to use it for other purposes, 
through the police. 
In future the time-honored practice 


of chalking up the drink score will 
disappear 
for purchases of liquor 
must be cash transactions.
